Older teenagers lose job race 


More school leavers ace finding jobs 
hut this mny bo at the expense of 
older teenagers. Careers depart- 
ments in some parts of the country 
ura reporting that they have ns 
nvnny or more unemployed under -20$ 
as lost year. 

Department of Employment 
figures issued this week recorded a 
drop Itt school leaver employment 
in Great Britain to 76,370, which is 
54,284 fewer than last month’s 
yearly peak. Only about 1,000 more 
leavers have this month none into 
the Youth ' Opportunities Pro- 


gramme, which is still hanging fire 
with a total of 3G,U00 of Ms target 
level of 18(1,000 youngsters.

Public confidence at a premium in 16-plus changes

Tlie Government, while giving the 
go-ahead ill is week lur tile merger 
of O level 'and CSL in a new com- 
mon 16- plus exam to he called the 
General Certificate nf Secondary 
Education (GCSE), emphasized the 
need to niaimuin public confidence 
in exam standards. This would be 
done by : 

• Drust [catty reducing the number 
of exumining bodies and prevent- 
ing teachers from having a majority 
on them. 

0 Keeping a degree of central con- 
trol of 16-plus examining rli rough 
a new central coordinating body on 
which a broad range of interests 
would be represen tod. 

• Putting off the date for intro- 
ducing the now exams until prepar- 
ations have buen completed, 

Mrs Shirley Williams, Education 
Secret ury, expects these precau- 
tions to ensure that exam .standards 
will rise rather than fall. They 
mean, too, phut while Mode 3 
school-based qmhiiis can continue, 
they will do so under much more 
stringent conditions. 

Announcing Iter decision to back 
the common IG-pIus system, Mrs 
Williams said there was consider- 
able concern about the way child- 
ren Imd to be selected for differ- 
ent CSE or GCE courses at the age 
of 13 or 14. Some schools did not 
°Hor both, and °s secondary school 
rolls began to fail it would no 
longer be feasible to operate separ- 
ate gruups in many schools. 

"Jn n common system children 
can prove their ability without 
being artificially squeezed into one 
channel or another. 

The Gove/nrtient’s White Paper 
broadly accepts rhe proposals of 
the Wpddell Committee for a seven- 
grade single level exam system 
aimed at thdttop 00 (jor cent 1 of the- 
ability range. .* 

The new 


one exam hoard and hucuuve pupils 
will follow cluMrly re lull'd courses, 
evon when uhern.itive papers for 
tho more or less aide have to be 
set. 

The Waddell report adopted this 
suggestion to ensure thut in sub- 
Jects like ninths the full range of 
abilities could be tested within a 
single system. The less able could 
elect to take an exam specially 
designed for them in which it was 
not possible to obtain above, say, 
a grade 4. 

The present 22 GCE and CSE 
boards are given a deadline nf July 
1979 to reorganize themselves into 
four or five territurlal groups nf 
boards into which they are eventu- 
ally expected to sink their identities 
as far as 16-plus exums are con- 
cerned. The GCE boards would con- 
tinue to examine at A level and the 
CSE boards the CEE. 

One of these regions will be 
Wales, where Lite Welsh Joint Edu- 
cation Committee already acts as 
both GCE and CSE board. Another 
la expected to be formed by the 
Manchester-bused Joint Matricula- 
tion Board and the five northern 
CSE boards. Midlands, Loudon and 
South East and South mid South 
West territorigx- 'have aisu been 
mooted. Each must contain at least 
one GSE and one GCE hoard. 

How these new examining authori- 
ties will operate — whether, for in- 
stance, the boards within them will 
work together or separately op the 
development of the new exams— 
will be left largely to them.

THE HAGUE 
From next August it will be pos- 
sible for infant and junior school- 
teachers of 60 years or more, > to 
opt for penalty-free early retire- 
ment in the Netherlands. Jobless 
teachers of this age group will also 
nn longer be obliged to register for 
work. 

Tills is one of the measures 
announced by the secretary of state 
for school education A. J. Hermes,

Present shock, future needs 


Philip Payne 

Is the decline in the number oF children 
in schools a n ear-disaster, only to be met 
by skilful surgery. Or is it an opportunity 
for secondary schools to develop in a 
positive und useful way ? 

Certainly, there will be occasions when 
school closures are unavoidable, and, if 
one takes a purely arithmetical view, 
suuH closures may be numerous. When 
we think in terms other than those of 
pure arithmetic, however, considering 
how the needs of our school system are 
likely to change over the next 20 
yenrs, the situation is rather different. 
Precisely how they will change is a mat- 
ter of opinion. 

My own view is that four things in 
particular will be important : additional 
space for more flexible teaching tech- 
niques ; more direot staff consultation 
within the school on matters of general 
policy ; a scale of organization and man- 
agement. giving greater emphasis to 
human relationships ; and more com- 
munity involvement, with adults coming 
into school to help, to use facilities there, 
and os day or evening students. 

If these factors do become critical, 
.then falling rolls will,. almost fortuitously, 
help us to meet some of the' major chal- 
lenges facing us in the final years of the 
century, - 

; The .^gestioh of space is simple. Too 
many schools ate .at present overfull, and 
for a number of reasons Vone is that' the 
schools we have 1 built in the past 20 
years, although 1 welbequipped and well- 
provided with specialise rodins for art, 
craft and science, ate tob small for the 
number uof pupils they .are ostensibly 
{designed to hold. •

ration involving everyone, not simply 
year, house and department heads, is 
fatiguingly difficult, entailing either an 
unacceptable number of additional meet- 
ings or so few that discussion never 
becomes effective. 

The tendency, therefore, is to forget 
adequate consultation on educational 
issues, and (if one has it) thank God for 
good management. Unless, however, we 
make room for consultation — easier to 
effect in the smaller school — teachers will 
rely more and more exclusively on the 
unions to speak for them, so that size 
meets size and weight meets weight. 

The union voice is invaluable, but it 
should supplement and not replace the 
voice of the teacher, speaking within his 
or her own school on matters of indivi- 
dual and specific concern ; it is a lesson 
oF industrial relations that lack of con- 
sultation about matters of direct rele- 
vance is a major cause of discontent. 

When considering the children, the 
dangers in being too dogmatic about 
school size are clear. We have many large 
(eight-fo nn-entry and above) comprehen- 
sive schools which function well, with 
satisfied' parents and happy children. 

The cdinprehensive In which I worked 
for 10 years coped with its educational 
and social role very successfully ; an 
unusually (nlinost uniquely) effective 
building- design allowed a powerful house 
system to . work with maximum effect. 
The children felt th<tt the house was 
something they really belonged to ; huge- 
ness was scaled down, so tlint the indi- 
vidual was never lost. 

But Such Success happens against the 
odds ; it happens in spite of size nnd not 
because of It. There are other schools, 
especially in areas of economic depriva- 
tion or social unrest! (lack of roots rather 
than -lack of money), where a diminution 
in size, happening as. , .a natural con- 
sequence of a dwindling birthrate, would 
make; lit .easier for < the child to sense the 
• realty of school as a -place commanding 
a' degree Of loyalty and offering! effective 
huipbn; support. . ,

The rnnipaign Jn London to save the 
two Waterloo primary schools of Si 
Patrick's and St Andrew's (one Catholic, 
one C of I£) is still going on.

Again the two sets of campaigners 
; joined forces. They chollenged the ILEA 
MatiM icians, by predicting in detail twice 
the number of pupils likely to need school 
places in the future. The group feel their 
'■ projections were treated with contempt. 
They complain that the l.e.a. criticisms 
of their' paper were given verbally, and 
tliut they were only (grudgingly) given a 
handwritten sheet listing where the 
mithnrhy disagreed — all part of a delay- 
ing strategy before a crucial meeting. A 
slightly rejigged projection still emne up 
wiili a larger number. ILEA ignored this, 


preferring its own projection of housing 
iiccti plat ion based on trends at Milton 
Keynes. The familiar pattern was show- 
ing up again. 

Moreover, determined to preserve a 
good educational presence within its 
main -road encircled community, the cam- 
paigners have put forward the idea of a 
single ecumenical school as a radical 
compromise. They have already attrac- 
ted the financial eye of local industry 
with a view to funding. But the l.e.a. 
keeps delaying formal discussion on the 
idea, in spite of numerous requests for 
meetings. 

These campaigners feel that ILEA has 
been politicking, rather than discussing 
seriously the face not just of their child- 
ren but of the whole community in an 
inner city area struggling to be revital- 
ized. Little wonder that the Waterloo 
parents are among the founding members 
uf tiie All-London Campaign. 

These examples bear out tbe findings 
of Lhe recent survey of urban l.e.a. 
response to falling rolls, published in Lhe 
October Where. The survey revealed nnt 
only a wide variation in the preparedness 
of l.c.a.s for the empty eighties, but a 
worrying disparity in attitudes to consul- 
tation. 

Several authorities refer to "full con- 
sultative procedures” taking place. But 
this often turns out to be the dubious 
device . of public meetings — dubious 
because it rarely gets across an inevitably 
complicated message, and fails to cater 
for the considered response end the much 
needed dialogue. 

Furthermore, any determined group 
can “ fix ” the tone and outcome of a 
one-off public meeting — either side of the 
platform. Sunderland, Trafford, Don- 
caster and So.lihull all rely on the public 
meeting to satisfy, the letter of the DES 
guideline on consultation. 


l-'or Uolion, Kirklccs and Sheffield, the 
emphasis in consultation lies, they say, 
with the governors and managers of the 
.schools under discussion — correct and 
valuable may he, but not sufficiently 
forward-looking for so fundamental hji 
issue. Better though than Sutton, which 
would seem, from its reply, to regard 
consultation with parents as “ not neces- 
sary 

Consultation has to mean something ; 
there has to be tho possibility that minds 
can he changed and a solution be a joint 
one in the end. No good if, like Uothcr- 
hmn, you huve already decided to closc- 
xuinc schools, but not decided yet how 
to consult parents about falling rolls. 

The difficulties encountered by Shef- 
field, ILEA and Liverpool, (to name but 
three), and the bitter lessons learnt by 
their closure-scarred country cousins, may 
yet encourage local authorities to be 
more adventurous over consultation. The 
Loudon borough of Redbridge produced 
the glimmer of a useful blueprint for 
consultation earlier this year : 

"The parents appointed a small repre- 
sentative committee to look after their 
interests and there were a number of 
meetings, as n result of which certain 
changes wuro made in the. detailed 
closure proposals to take account of 
parental feeling. Amongst other things, 
during the course of the discussions 
parents of the children concerned were 
circulated by letter, and . their views 
sought on possible alternative methods 
of phasing out the school.” 

If such a scheme were initiated he fore 
a decision to close a school had been 
taken, we would be getting somewhere. 
Haringey Issued a Green Paper on School 
provision in the 1980s, with various 
options for consideration by the local 
community. It created a fierce debate, 
nnd the l.e.a. had to back down on many 
of Its proposals. 

*• But Haringey did lay its cards on the 
table. There was something there in 
detail for parents, teachers nnd governors 


to respond lo — with time to respond, and 
(he opportunity to change proposals with- 
out the immediate threat of section 13 
notices going up. 

Burnet has issued a consultative docu- 
ment with options and population pro- 
jections, so chat interest groups can 
respond. So too lias ILEA. 

None of this, though, guarantees pence 
— ns ILEA will ruefuly admit. Public 
meetings, parents’ surgeries, leaflets, dis- 
cussion documents — all the paraph cnmli a 
of consu lea Lion only seem so far to high- 
light the negative side of falling rolls for 
the comm unities affected. Clearly, they 
are not enough. 

Certainly, falling rolls is not un easy 
concept to get across— no 'one .is really 
sure of nil its consequences.- 0f course, 
few people are going! to be happy about 
losing their local school. But most people 
would be happier with a fair hearing' and 
evidence of a genuine concern, for a com- 
munity end a willingness to listen. 

One Waterloo campaigner was told by 
an l.c.n. official that "consultation docs 
not mean having to agree.” “ Muybe," 
was his reply, “ hut it did mean being 
able to understand what the other sida 
was saying.” There- would seem to be the 
gap. 

L.c.a.s then— aud parents, too— should 
ask themselves some pertinent questions;: 
how early in the decision-making pro- 
cesses are local communities allowed to 
take part ? How for are pareuts consulted, 
or merely informed ? Should a third 
party — say CASE or NAGM — act as a 
national peace-keeping force, to ensure at 
best fair play and at worst a fair fight ? 

How far are the prizes of falling rolls— 
smaller classes, greater resources, more 
room to move physically and philosophic- 
ally — being made clear? How often do 
l.e.a.s produce facts about a community 
with little appreciation of its needs ? 

It would be a sorry indictment of our 
post-Taylor world if the un crowded Cuiufe 
was -soured by getting the consultation 
process wrong yet again.

It is a question to aslc hou’, since 
within the next few weeks, . if it 
lasts long enough, the Government is 
going to make some changes in the law 
on admission, to school, and that lftw is 
unlikely to be changed at all if we get 
a government of another complexion. 

Whether the law Is changed, nnd how 
It is changed, are not remote technical 
problems of law and administration. They 
are questions which will determine 
whother falling rolls lead to a cruel and 
Senseless game, In which . the most 
defenceless schools, teachers and children 
are the losers; or whether they furnish 
Bn opportunity to secure not bigger 
choice, but better choke; ; 

The analogy of the’ consumer exercising 
yirise choice and thus raising standards 
is dangerously superficial when applied 
to schools. We don't, by choosing the best 
buys in ; washing machines or continental.' 
quilts, in that moment of choice diminish 
the quality of those bought by others. 
But we are part of our schools, and iye 
change them. By flocking. in lafge num-. 
bers to the well-reSourcea and .problem' 
Free schools, well-organized par ehts’ 
actually widen the quality gap,.

the parent being upheld, in a straight 
choice of school appeal, huvo been small, 
especially since Tameside cast doubt on 
the Secretary of State's scope for ruling 
" unreasonable behaviour " at all. 

Parents have, therefore, accepted for 
many years that what the law gives them 
has ih practice Httle -meaning, ^especially 
since tliere is always too much demand 
For the problem-free schools, and It has 
until nbw been a seller’s market. Re- 
cently, lio-wever, it has become plain that 
if a parent carries his or her feelings to 
the extreme length of wlth-ho.lding tlieir 
child from school, and the DES have to 
name the school In the attendance order, 
it is ,legdlly very difficult not to uphold 
the parent. 

This constitutes the urgent reason for 
looking at’ the law; b'iit apart from the 
undesirable incorisistoncy/ it has bqcome • 
plain p many LEAs that the law is in . 
any case a very clumsy instrument -for-, 
dealing with declining numbers. When ■ 
there is slack in. the system* the scope 
'•for preventing the public getting wbat it 1 
wants becomes very small,' and the scope * 
' for planning ' an orderly contraction ; , til- 
most tfon-existent. , ■

Rue the changes 
so far discussed stop' far short of; wlmt 
is needed to win public support for -thuse 
difficult measures,- Without that siippo/t, 
the teachers'- job is going to be very hard. 

-Indeed, several 'experienced jcliief edu- 
cation officers iii private express doubts 
about whether, -a new . law oil the linen 
■proposed is 1 ever going to work' at -nil. 
They do not suggest whtit might make it 
work, so l offer p possible way. 

- To go back, then, to tbe parents. who, 
while, thinking the law. on parental choice 
was a humbug, accepted that yo\t cannot 
have what Is not there. Is it not going to 
seem an even' greater ■ humbug to say,

It seems to ine thut this haunting 
sense of a pervasive State apparatus 
Is related to the Russian genius far 
autobiography. Aksakov remarks - 
that, when he was growing up, Rus- 
sian literature was also In its ln- 
fanev; ii is remarkable how many 
of uhc landmarks in its subsequent 
development have been . charac- 
terized by direct personal revela- 
tion, a forthright simplicity of utter- 
ance, and the celebration of ‘the 
evolution of character in youth. 

Perhaps the presence of Govern- 
ment agents breathing down the 
writer’s neck creates a challenge 
which strips him of affectation and 
atrengthons the sincerity and 
authenticity thut Tolstoy so prized. 

For Lermontov, Rousseau’s Con- 
fessions were flawed because lie 
addressod them to his friends. 
The censor is of course a potential 
enemy between the writer and his 
public ; tho barrier provokes a 
defiant honesty, : a conscious 
integrity in tho words aimed across 
it.

The likcliliood nl' a general elcc- 
rion in ilm near future provides un 
uppoi'Uiniiy in L-duciitc clillcirun in 
stinic basic vlcmuits (if democratic 
procedures. 

At the time of the lust elcctinn 1 
ui'giinizcd a mock- election with 150 
children id “top junior'’ age, in a 
sumi-npen-pluM building.. A block 
tinicLabie nf imegratud studies 
every afternoon meant the election 
took place during norinul working 
sessions. 

The first tiling whs to publish an 
electoral roll for each nf the five 
classes. These were the original 
typed class lists from rhe school 
office, which — as in real life — con- 
trined the names nf sonic children 
who had since left, and omitted 
recent arrivals. 

The children could check 
wherher they were entitled to vote. 
IF their names were missing, they 
needed to ' make representations, 
and establish their right to be 
added to tlic electoral roll. 

Each class elected n pupil to act 
as a member of the candidste 
selection committee. These children 
also doubled ns electoral officers 
(though wc could have had a dif- 
ferent set of children for this 
role]. They remained publicly neu- 
tral liirnugiumt. 

We then explained tlic next step. 
Anyone, with his or her prior con- 
sent, could be proposed and 
seconded as a potential candidate. 

Sncli pupils were to make brief 
notes on certuin given topics — for 
iustunce the miner s’ dispute, prices, 
housing — plus ono or two major 
Issues they themselves thought 
Important. They would then pre- 
sent themselves Individually for 
interview by the selection com- 
mittee, first giving a short nddress 
from their notes. 

Twenty-two children were .pro- 
posed, and subsequently presented 
themselves to the selection com- 
mittee. The cnmmittec was charged 
with selecting five or six definlto 
candidates, who they felt best 
presented their policy and answered 
questions. 

Whether the committee members 


ngt'CL'd with tin.- candidate's opinions 
was beside the point. The inter- 
views were very successful. Only 
minimal adult guidance was nccos- 
snry in the questions, answers and 
subsequent discussions. 

The potential candidates nave 
themselves a party label, which in 
most instances bore little relation- 
ship to real-life party policy. Five 
candidates were selected 1111 merit 
by the com mil Ice, und went un tu 

fight the election 

Informal canvassing began. Each 
candidate sought a group of sup. 
porters in assist in the campaign. 
Posters were painted, slogans 
invented, election addresses written. 

When some posters were defaced 
by opposition parties, it gave un 
opportunity for us Ln explain the 
idea tiiut even those with viows 
opposite or even repugnant to u* 
had the right to express their views, 
and solocit support. 

Two days before the election, Hie 
five candidate's made their speeches 
to large groups uf children, who 
stopped work in their ureas to listen 
and ask questions. After this we 
called the chidrcu together to dem- 
onstrate with an enlarged ballot 
paper I mw votes were cast, and what 
the procedure would he. The prin- 
ciple of secret voting was empha- 
sized. 


On elect in n day a room was set 
aside, witli curruls from the library 
acting ns voting booths. Tlic elec- 
toral officers issued with amended 
electoral rolls, ballot papers, and 
the ballot box, maimed the entrance. 

The electorate continued with 
their norma] work, and simply wl-iil 
in in vote when (and if) they wan- 
ted ro. Tlteir mimes wore certified 
off the list } they cast (heir vote in 
the IkiolIi ; und placed the folded 
ballot paper in the box. There tvus 
a 100 per cum turn out.

The 
result was miounced to all the child- 
rvn hy the returning officer, mid 
the duly elected member gave a 
speech of 1 1 '(inks, which wus fol- 
lowed by genera] applause.

If you mark at Advanced level it 
is possible to receive 60 or 70p a 
script, but only three or four scripts 
un nnur are marked.

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What is design technology ? Educationists and industrialists alike have been asking the question ever since 

the name appeared in the curriculum. 

ALL ASPECTS OF THE ARTIFACT

h, unite of the fact that William 
Morris may have come nearer to 
{.uwnuution than any other prac- 
■ it inner of the crafts In the m of 
t lie old generation of handicraft 
leathers, he was no match for tiie 
while coated acolytes of Sir Harold 
Wilson’s white hot technology of 
the 1960s. . . . 

At that lime, the handicraft de- 
iiurinieiits in our_ secondary 
schools were thrown into a world 
of fluidics, plastic technology, 
electronics et a/. How could they 
pnssiblv respond and cope with a 
future- 'in the 1970s? The solution 
was that creative design, design and 
u-clionlogy. design education, craft 
and technical studies, design toch- 
liolugy, crafi, design and tech- 
no! ugv were born. What is in a 
iimne'? It seems that educationists 
and i ml usi ria lists alike have been 
asking just wliul is in these par- 
ticular names ever since their intro- 
duction to the curriculum. 

We may well nsk how different 
is the situation in the schools now 
from perhaps 15 years ago ? From 
ihe data gathered in a national 
survey I conducted with ray col- 
league, Margery Smalley of some 
450 secondary schools in the ■ aca- 
demic year 1976-77, I suspect that 
the pace of change is somewhat 
less rapid than sometimes supposed. 
In response to the auestion posed 
to tiie teachers in the 450 design 
technology departments we con- 
tacted, “ J 9 your department design 
based, traditional or design based/ 
traditional ? ” the replies were 70, 
74 and 306 respectively. Compara- 
tively few recorded that they were 
undertaking work in fields other 
titan woodwork, metalwork and 
technical drawing, suggesting a slow 
evolution rather than a revolution. 
' One might inquire about the in- 
fluence of two major Schools 
Council projects, Design and Craft 
Education (1DG7) and Project Tech- 
nology. It is naughty to generalize 
and we nil _ recognize that some 
brilliant, individual, innovatory de- 

E ai tmental successos could be cited 
lit how many schools (blessed with

Hint craft is interesting and 
enjoyable, it's different and not bor- 
ing, one can use one's hands mid 
employ self expression, imagination 
and independence as well as work- 
ing at one's own pace.” 

This emphasis on making could 
be construed ns an unwarned mea- 
sure of conservatism at the very 
time when most of the impetus is 
towards design per se, No one is 
denying that an astringent dose of 
design was required to combat the 
pedestrian mnnner in which handi- 
craft was often taught. But to iso- 
late designing from making would 
be to court disaster on practical, 
grounds alone — there are simply 
not enough teachers available to 
undertake an alternative approach. 
At a conference of all heads of 
design technology departments held 
at Durham in June of this year, 47 
completed and returned a question- 
naire on matters of concern affect- 
ing the teaching of design tech- 
nology.

vehicle registration ; front news- 
paper printing to pattern-making for 
woven fabrics ; from animation 
sequences for film Htid television to 
automatic stage lighting. 

The use of computer-aided design 
and design for computing overlaps 
in many instances because of “the 
difficulty of re presenting by liuin- 
lH-r.s- fused by computers) the three- 
dimensional .spatial problems that 
face architects und engineers ” — and 
others, and the need to present 
many other numbers and figures to 
a public audience, often unfamiliar 
with any aspect of computer pro- 
cessing. 

This overlap was recognized- as 
far back as 1960 when commercial 
artists teamed up with Boeing Air- 
cruft engineers to solve ergonomic 
und operational problems in the de- 
sign of new aircraft cockpits. (Fig 
1.) 

The engineers knew the problems 
of an aircraft pilot in mathematical 
terms. The artists understood the 
details of the human figure in ergo- 
nomic terms. The artists produced 
a compilation of human figure de- 
tails that could be quickly drawn, 
in any desired position, by a com- 
puter-controlled drafting machine. 

Now, any movement by tile pilot 
could lie simulated and the engi- 
neers given a precise visual answer 
to their design prohleins. 

This ** simulation “ by the use of 
the geometry of soale perspective 
drawing ie ; used in very many diff- 
erent applications today, but there 
is still an enormous potential in 
other directions, for artists and de- 
signers to become accustomed to, 
and actively Involved with comput- 
ing to exploit the computer’s capa- 
bdity of producing infinitely 
variable and accurate-to-scale visual 
imagery. 

From Specialist to Mass Market 

The Boeing animated man and 
simtlRr projects ore at one end of 
ihe professional scale of designing 
for computing. At the other end of 
the scale are, . the ever-increasing 
number of items, common-place 
today, In which computer-produced 
numbers and, words must, appear in 
specific plaqes. on' pre-printed 
paper work—- an Insurance state- 
menit or « dr Ivina licence are 
taniDMar examples, (fig. 2.) 

Here, the typographic designer’s 
skills, are; reoufred in both the pro- 
duction of the pre-printed 
stationery and thB formatting of the 
computer print-out. When the de- 
signers with some knowledge of 
computer processing exercise their 
aesthetic controls over the com- 


puter, the result is an acceptable 
item nf information which can be. 
easily understood by the recipient 
who may have no knowledge of com- 
puter principles. Without the 
expertise of the typographic de- 
signer, the result could well be 
merely an item of machine output, 
difficult to interpret. 

The complicated specializations of 
computer simulations for engineer- 
ing projects, and the day-to-day out- 
put nf office paper work are, how- 
ever, only two out of very many 
necessary applications of computer 
information processing nil requiring 
the logic und aesthetic value judg- 
ments of artists and designers, par- 
ticularly graphic and typographic 
designers. 

Educational responsibilities 

In educational terms, keeping up 
with this technological revolution 
can be u daunting prospect. Every 
primary schnol pupil will be ail 
experienced “ hmton-puSlier ” and 
“ knob-turner ” even before then- 
first day at school. Although they 
may never be experts In the tech- 
nology that lies behind the buttons 
and knobs, they will grow up Into 
a world that relies on such “ push- 
ing” and "turning". 

Computing practice must be 
spread throughout the disciplines of 
a school or college, whether or not 
these disciplines rely on numeracy 
which some people still believe to 
he the computer’s sole capacity. 
Design and the visual and tactile 
arts generally must now liayo con- 
siderable priorities. 

Using the Boeijig man again as an 
exnniplo. Producing this aid to 
design by enmputor called for the 
kowlodgcablc application of human 
flauro drawing and the geometric 
principleb of perspective drawing. 

Perspective drawing has been 


an unpopular, seemingly “ out- 
dated “ practice for some years. 
The subject must be reappraised 
and along with other technical 
drawing skills, adapted to the 
requirements of the 1980s. 

The fact that perspective gen- 
metry lends itself to computer 
processing _ means thut it should 
have ii pi-iurity place in drawing 
and illustration studies. 

Legibility nnd forms nf letters 
“lid words, as well as the correct 
use of words (neglected arts in 
these days of impersonal ha II point 
penscribbles mid the acceptance of 
niis-spelllngs) also demand priority 
studies to match the mass-production 
of printed Information, film and 
television presentations and the 
like. 

Information is now, aud will 
increasingly became, a major 
professional activity. To be really 
effective the com in uni cation of this 
information will depend on skilful 
visual presentation of words and 
pictures, information design, there- 
for a, must become a main study 
for nmny students while all others 
should have some capability or 
appreciation of the subject lo 
support their main study, whether 
tills be engineering, ‘languages, 
geogrnplty, u science nr any of the 
arts. 

By this emphasis on design, fears 
and misgivings about computer 
processing can he overcome. Com- 

E uter processing ihun, instead of 
eing only the unavoidable output 
of an electronic "master-mind” 
will become socially acceptable — a 
positive and essential benefit.

Helping Kith Spelling (Sim days 
4.3U-S.UU pm. Undid A VHF, October 
1 to November 19 ) coincides neatly 
with the nows dint GO per cent of 
die phone cull? received by the 
Adult Literacy Suprinri Services 
Fund are from people anxious to 
improve their spelling. 

The scries of eight programmes, 
produced by Judith Rumpus und 
presented hy Catherine Mnnrhmisc 
and Amanda Woolley, is ail exten- 
sion nf i he successful radio series 
broadcast In response in requests 
from literacy tutors. 

The programmes are intended to 
guide people who arc starting to 
tench adults to write and spell. 
They are considerably more com- 
prehensive thun the last series and 
as _ well as admirably fulfilling 
their primary aim offer much of 
value to experienced lulult tutors. 
Teachers concerned with spelling 
at all levels. Including teachers of 
English ns a foreign language, will 
find them very useful. 

Su far the extended scries has 
been clem- and helpful, and has 
achieved the same high standard us 
other BBC contributions to ilio 
Adult Literacy Project. Programme 
1, IPs a Question of Morale, places 
lhc series In context und lends effi- 
ciently with the main emotional 
problems which can. accompany 
sp’lling difficulties. 

Programmes 2 and 3. If you can 
Tiilk you cun Write, and Getting 
Down to It, cnjw'n'ie to define h»«ic 
problems nnd difficulties, and offer 
useful advice mid suggestions about 
practical activities. 

Programme 4, Who Dictates 
Wiiai ?, begins with some positive 
approaches to dictation and lends 
nutiirully Into a discussion of dic- 
tionaries as uid.s to spelling. Spell- 
ing and grnmmur rules ure also dis- 
cussed. Programmes S and 6, Ra- 
raembcrlng, and Learning Together, 
are concerned with the techniques 
nf helping students to remember 


uml to lcnrn both individually jnd 
in groups. 

Programme 7, Getting imn Print 
takes some of the mystique nut nr 
the printed word and offers sugees- 
tionr. about getting htuduiits into 
print. Program me 8, St.i ri in« 
from Where you are, discusses the 
tutor's role in group sessions and 
gives advice ubnut achieving cn- 
operutiou. 

The notes nccoinpai lying f/Wpiug 
iwith Spell ing ore mainly sugijus 
lions for use hy bmh tutors .uid 
students. In genercl they ure con- 
cise und practical, offering a help- 
ful consol Ida Bon for the broadcasts. 
They also Include names and 
addresses of relevant organizations, 
a list of recommended hooks. 

When so much of value is pro- 
duced in such un acceptable way, 
adverse criticism may appear chur- 
lish. But it should be mentioned 
that potential tutors may be led to 
expect too much tun soon from tneir 
students. The Context Cueing 
Exercise would be useful Cor stu- 
dents who have reached u particular 
standard, but experienced tutors 
would probably start with a simpler 
version. 

Occasionally ii contributor's 
opinion is given too much credence, 
and emerges in the notes as though 
it were a proven fact. The emphatic 
statement on page 7 that direct 
copying is *' absolutely useless us u 
memorizing technique " is simply 
not true in all cases. There uro 
many better techniques, blit sonic 
students Eind that direct copying 
does help the memory. 

Next year the radio progi-nninic-s 
will be complemented hv a tele- 
vision scries. A handbook on the 
teaching of spelling Is alsu being 
plunucd and will be published next. 
August. The BBC is nnxlaus to know 
haw useful these programmes are to 
literncy schemes nnd tutors, so 
feedback from tutors, students nnd 
literacy organizers is welcome.
